Romeo was found guilty by a 


jury of six men and six women 
ate yesterday on charges of shoot- 
ing in perpetrating a robbery. The 
jury, which deliberated two hours 
and 40 minutes, made no recom- 
mendation for mercy. 


The death sentence will be im- 


josed upon the doomed man Mon- 
day, according to County Prose- 
cutor James M. Aunges.

electric chair.
